Number of Killed and Wounded

St. Peterxhiirg, Nov. 4.—The national 
holiday in celebration of tlie anniver­ 
sary of the emp eror’s accession to the 
throne was marked by the formal rais­ 
ing of the general strike in S t Peters­ 
bu rg. While the railroad strike has not 
yet been declared off many of the rail­ 
road men are retu rning to work, and 
trains are being got throu gh. 
The 
p op u lace is calmer. Dep lorable rioting 


gu ard op p osing the advance of Ru s­ 
sian troop s and comp elling them to re­ 
tire. 
At Odessa the p eaceful p op u lation is 
p ractically 
u nder a state of siege. 
Even the markets and restau rants are 
closed, and it is imp ossible 
to get 
bread or meat. 
The mob p illaged a 
nu mber of Jewish shop s in the main 
streets, ami aiming others the bi,ugcst 
wholesale grocery, that of Ru binovitch. 
The rioters also bu rned three fac­ 
tories and killed a p hysician and two 
assistants who were dressing wou nds. 
In the evening the rioters p illaged the 
biggest dry goods store in the city. 
Rioting continu es at Warsaw 
and 
casu alties are nu merou s. At a socialist 
mass meeting two infantry soldiers in 
full u niform delivered 
revolu tionary 
sp eeches, assu ring their hearers that 
the 
revolu tionary 
p rop aganda 
was 
growing in the army, and that the 
fime was not far remote when the 
army wou ld join in a revolu tion to 
overthrow a desp otic throne. 
Gu erilla warfare is going on in the 
Cau casu s, and trains are held u p at 
the stations, attacked and rifled. 
It 
is imp ossible to move troop s into the 
mou ntain fastnesses and wealthy p as­ 
sengers are offering from $ ”» .000 to $ 50,- 
000 ransom to their cap tors.

Siberia from the p lain of the Obi 
river on th^ w est to the valley of the 
Indighirka on the east is one great 
tim ber belt, averaging more than 1,000 
miles In breadth from north to south, 
being fu lly 1.700 miles wide 
in the 
Yenisei district, and having a length 
from east to w est of abou t 3,000 miles. 
Unlike equ atorial forests, the trees of 
the Siberian tiagas fire m ainly coni­ 
fers, com p rising p ines of several va­ 
rieties. firs and larches. 
In the Yeni­ 
sei, Lena and Olenck regions there are 
thou sands of squ are miles where no 
hu m an being lias ever been. 
The long 
stem m ed conifers rise to a height of 
150 feet and stand so closely together 
that w alking am ong them is difficu lt. 
The dense, lofty top s exclu de the 
p ale arctic su nshine, and the stra ig h t 
p ale tru nks, all looking exactly allKe, 
so bew ilder the eye in the obscu rity 
th a t all sense of direction is lost. Even 
the m ost exp erienced trap p ers of sable 
d are not ventu re into the dense tiagas 
w ithou t taking the p recau tion of "blaz­ 
ing” 4he trees constantly with lm tchets 
as they walk forw ard. 
If lost there 
the hu nter rarely finds his w ay ou t, 
bu t p erishes m iserably from sta rva­ 
tion and cold. 
The natives avoid the tiagas and 
have a nam e for them which signifies 
“p laces w here the m ind is lost.”
